ing fossil fuels, are believed by 
saentists to be contributing to a 
nsky wjinning of the earth; 

Gore pro)>osed tougher require- 
ments for power plants to reduce 
air poUution, -while giving the 
industry the flexlbUiiy to meet 
the new goals. He colled for 
approaches like emissions trad- 


ing. which allows coal-burning 
plants that pollute more to buy 
credits from cleaner-burning 
plants until the dirtier plants con 
meet tougher pollution standards. 

"We have to stand against apol- 
o^sts for pollution - those who 
believe m the old politics of envi- 
ronmental irresponsibility,” said 
Gore, the presumptive Democratic 
nominee for president.

MARSHALLTOWN, Iowa - 
Between baking cherry pies for

Darwin was killed Just a day 
before American helicopters 
swooped over the U.S. Emba^in

D'awlh and Charles 
McMahon of .Woburn, Mass., died 
while guarding the dtj^s Tan Son 
Nhat airport amid a three-hour 
North Vietnamese rodeet barrage. 

On Saturday, Marshalltown 
will gather to mark the 25th 
anniversary of his death and com- 
memorate the socrificc of all 
those who gave their lives in the 
Viemam War. 

Though the pierdng pain has 
subsided, a numbing heartache 
remains.

\TNH CHAP. Vietnam (AP) - 
It probably looked like a ball to 
the two boys who found it. One 
burled it against a rock, and it 
exploded. 

Tcn-year-old Phan Huu Luan 
was 20 yards away watching over 
a water buffalo when a swarm of 
fragmentation pellets knocked 
him into an old bomb crater. 
Bleedmg from head to toe, his leg 
badly broken, lie crawled to the 
edge, saw his twofriends dying 
and began CT>^ng^Cr help. 

In the 25 years since the 
Vietnam War ended, lens of 
thousands of people have bt*cn 
killed by nasty l^tovers - land, 
mines, bombs, grenades and mor- 
lar shells that still lie in the 
ground. 

Children find and play with 
them. Adults try to scavenge the 
metal and explosives. The results 
ail: often tragic. 

Quang Tri province, population 


564,000, was the site of some of 
the fiercest fighting of the 
“American War." The badly mis- 
named Demilitarized Zone that 
split Vietnam into the communist 
North and the U.S.-backed South 
went through the province at the 
17th parall^ 

Most civilians fled. The hills 
were denuded by defoliants like 
Agent Orange that have left their 
own toxic legacy in what is one of 
the poorest provinces in one of 
the world’s poorest cotmcrics. 

The countryside is pocked with 
bomb craters that now are water- 
holes. Schools and public service 
announcements warn against 
handling war leftovers. The mes- 
sage docs not always sink in; 
Although the annual toll is 
declining, 700 people still are 
killed or wounded each year. 

Quang Tri General Hospital has 
a rehabilitation center, set up in 
1994 and financed by Handicap 


International, that produces 130- 
150 prosthetic legs a year. 

“Most are for victims of unex- 
plodcd ordnance; some arc from 
traffic or work accidents,'-! chief 
technician Nguyen Van jlien 
said. 

Luan was herding the family 
buffalo a 10-minute walk from 
home last Oct. 26. He wasn’t dose 
enough to hi; friends to sec what 
they were playing with. - 

"When it expired, It knocked 
me two yards away,” he recount- 
ed in a near whisper. 

Foreign mine experts soy his 
friends, Nguyen Dang Khoi and 
Nguyen Dang Luan, probably 
found a BLU-26 duster bomblet.

A1 Gore describes a

suburban Arlington,. Vo., Gore had 
almost run over a pheasant that 
was crossing the street. "Why 
would a pheasant, let done such a 
large and beautiful mature sped- 
. men, be out for a walk in my 
neighborhood?" Gorewondered. 

Some weeks later he felt he luid 

“solved the mystery.” “I remem- 
bered that about three miles away, 
along the edge of the river, devd- 
opers were bulldozing the last hun- 
dred acres of untouched forest in 
the entire area. As the wo^ fell 
to make way for more concrete, 
more buildings, parking lots, and 
streets, the wild things that lived 
there were forced to flee." 

That vision - of humanity advanc- 
ing, and die wilderness retreating - 
has troubled Americans since the 
days of Joltn Muir and Theodore 
RoosevdL And so it should. A com- 
preficnsive survey publisiied 
recendy by die Nature Conservancy 
confirms that on unusually divcise 
array of native plants and animals 
inliabii.s U.S. lands and wnters- 
somc 200,000 species docunjented 
so far, wiUi pcriiops as mafiymorc 
yet to be counted. 

By and large, however, Gore’s 
oivn environmental agenda has 
had a very different focus. Tlic 
pheasant anecdote is one of the 
few mentions of anything like tra- 
ditional “conservation" in “Ennli 
in the Balance." “Wilderness," 
“national parks” and “naiional 
forests" don’t figure in his index 
at nil. For Gore, the “balance" of 
the earth is mainly ul>out sudi 
things as global warming, diloro- 
fluorocarbons, ozone depletion 
and birth control. Only recently 
has Gore made any effort to repo- 
sition hiraself as u land-use envi- 
ronmentalist. In January 1999 he 
proposed a $10 billion program of 
“Belter America Bonds" to help 
cities buy up neigiiboring farm- 
land to curtail urban sprawl.

Watters lives just down the 
hill from Rollic Watson, the 
Rothdrum city attorney and 
brother of Kootenai County 
Sheriff Rocky Watson,

“It’s scary," she said. “You 
have to be careful when you go 
outside, because it seems like 
^ you’re living in a wnr zone out

^ In 1998, 24 nci^bors signed a 
petition, voicing their objection 
to Watson’s guns. 

Firing weapons outside city 
limits is perfectly legal, sheriffs 


deputies said. But Watters sold 
Watson is intentionally harass- 
-rng him . because of an ongoing 
land dispute. 

Watson filed two lawsuits 
against him last month, both 
claiming that Watters illegally '

“He’s not tr^g.to hurt me,”- 
Watters said. “He’s just trying to 
harass.” 

Watters has complained to the 
Sheriffs Department on several 
occasions, to no avail. So on 
Thursday, ho filed a complaint 
with the Idaho Bar Association, 
accusing Watson of activities 
unbecoming a member of the 
bar, and misuse of privileges in 
frivolduslawsuits. 

Watson has filed more than 30 
civil suits in Kootenai County. 
Watters wonders if the sheriff is ' 
protecting his brother. 

Sheriff Watson is quick to 
assure he has stayed out of the 
situation on both sides, arid his 
deportment is handling the case 
in the usual way, send the com- 
plaints to county I^sccuior Bill 
Douglas. 

“You can’t pick your rela- 
tives," Sheriff Watson said, with 
a sigh. “And you treat every- 
body fairly*.’

After a private 
moment alone with his father, 
Juan Miguel Gonzalez, Elian 
emerged from a U.S. Marshal 
Service eight-scatcr plane at 
Andrews Air Force Base in his 
father’s arms.

tracting for years and owned his 
own business. At one point, 
. betvreen 1952 and ’6^ his build- 
ing-maintenance venture had 
300 employees and a payroll of 
$2 million in Chicago ^fore the 
Mafia ran him off. 

“Pve rolled with the punches 
for years,” Rathbun said. 

Ilis research in solar energy 
eventually brought him to 
Idaho, where he ran a successful 
solar business. 

“Then in 1980, everything 
began to crash,” Rathbun said, 
High interest rates crushed 
demand for solar devices, and 


he crashed his plane. He went 
broke. 

After a fight with cancer, he 
found his way back into the 
work force through a friend in 
Filer’s post office 15 or 16 years 
ago. One by one, he snagged, 
contracts for janitorial work at 
seven Magic Valley post offices. 
Eventually the work dwindled 
as post offices hired low.paid 
hourly workers for the task, and 
by August 1999 all his contracts 
were gone. 

“So I put my resume in a jil- 
lion places, and everyone told 
me I was overqualified," said 
Rathbun, who has a degree in 
business management. . 

That’s where his story con- 
verges with the situations of 
many other older workers. He 
was introduced to Jackson, who 
looked at his resume and placed 
him in Jerome County’s build- 
ing depaitment as a trainee, 
paid minimum wage by the 
Older Workers Program. 

Five months later, the build- 
ing department hired him part- 


time at 0 higher wage, Jackson^ 
said. 

“I laughingly sny I work fo 
the enemy — I’m a buildinj 
inspector," said Rathbun, whi 
does on-site inspections, assists 
would-be builders and does cler 
ical work such os filing, issuing 
permits and checking blue 
prints. Hc*s an assistant, he 
jokes, so he has most of the 
work to do. 

But the Job leaves him time to- 
care for his wife, who suffered a.’ 
massive stroke more than twtZ 
years ago. 

And he gets out, too. Rathbun'- 
said he has marched in 10 dif-^

Idaho milk production 
Jumps 13 percent 

BOISE — Idaho milk produc- 
tion during March totaled 578 
million pounds, up 13 percent 
from the same month last year 
and 8 percent above February, 
according to the Idaho 
Agricultural Statistics Service. 

Revised production for 
Febru.iry 2000 totaled 535 mil- 
lion pounds, down slightly from 
the preliminary estimate. 
Average milk production per 
cow in March was 1,730 pounds. 
70 pound.s more than March 
1999 and 120 pounds more than 
February 2000. The average 
number of milk cows in March 
was 334,000 head, 25,000 mure 
than in March 1999 and 2,000 
more than February. 

Nationally, March milk pro- 


duction in the 20 major states 
totaled 12.7 billion pounds, up 
3.8 percent from production in 
these same states in March 1999. 
February revised production, at 
11.7 billion pounds, was up 8.2 
percent from February 1999. 
However, adjusting February 
milk production for the addition- 
al day due to the leap year 
results in an incre.ise of 4.5 per- 
cent from February 1999.

Where are the grownups? 


Everywhere, it

RUPERT - Kids talk to Dave 
Borden, and not in the manner 
in which junior high school stu- 
dents are typically summoned 
from class to dialogue with the 
principal. 

“So many kids are just look- 
ing for positive role models,” 
said Borden, 63, who's been the 
principal at East Minico Junior 
High School for 22 years. “Just 
having an adult vdid’s not a par- 
ent in their lives means so 
much."

Vietnam, and the two go to trial.

The go^ This is on interesting, 
intense, entertaining movie with 
two talented lead actors who arc 
engaging to watch. Both men 
deliver s^ixrng pprtrayals of char- 
aaers faced with moml dilemmas 
and issues about war, murder, loy- 
alty and more, but the real ques- 
tion at hand is the government’s 
cover-up of the truth.

The not-so-good: The script has 
a lot of looph^es and doesn’t real- 
ly answer the questions that it 
raises. This is a courtroom drama, 
but it’s also a war story that cen- 
ters upon a flashback to the 
Viemom War as well qs upon a sit- 
uadon in Yemen that kills 83 civil- 
ians. Both situations end in bloody 
carnage and raise many questions 
as to who’s right or wrong.

I came across an interesting 
question the other day while 
reading my e-mail. The mother of 
a 30-month-old was asking for 
some direction concerning a fair- 
ly routine toilet training matter. 
She ended her correspondence 
by saying, “ove oU else, we want 
to avoid anything that might 
result in her developing a nega- 
tive attitude toward her bodily 
functions.” 

That’s the modem parent talk- 
ing. Can you imagine a mom in, 
say, 1955 saying something like 
that? No, you can't because until 
recently, parents didn’t think 
every single child-rearing issue 
was fraught with psychological 
implications. 

Pre-modern parents were 
straightforward with children 
(I.C., they communicated effec- 
tively) and when children 
became upset at decisions they 
made, they shrugged their shoul- 
ders and stayed the course (i.e., 
they acted like lenders of their 
children). The pre-modem mom 
didn’t view hefsclf as Keeper of 
the Most Fragile Vessel of Self 
Esteem, her child’s Psychological 
Protectress. As a consequence, 
she didn’t dance around issues. 
When she felt it was time for her 
child to learn to use the toilet, for 
example, she simply said, 
“You’re not going to wear dia- 
pers anymore. Today, we're going 
to begin learning how to use the 
potty. Come with me." 

And that was that. 

The contemporary brouhaha 
over toilet training is a prime 
example of modern, psychologi- ' 
cal thinking when it comes to 
children. The modem parent, as 
exemplified by the above-men- 
tioned mom, tltinks that teaching 
a child to use the toilet is a deli- 
cate psychological enterprise. 
That if she makes one misstep - 
starts too early, doesn’t read 
“readiness signs” properly, says 
the wrong thing, etc. - that her 
child is going to be warped for 
life, that she might grow up with 
a “negative attitude toward her 
bodily functions.” 

Is there reason to agonize over 
whether a child is or isn't psych> 
logically “ready” to be tnu^t to 



use a spoon? Is there reason to 
believe that if one docs not 
approach the teaching of self- 
feeding with great caution that 
the child is going to be warped 
for life, that she is going to grow 
up witli “negative feelings about 
swallowing” or something equal- 
ly ridiculous? Of course not! And 
neither is there reason to agonize 
over toilet training. 

The pre-modern (prc-1960s) 
mom did not agonize over any of 
tills stuff. When she wonted her 
child to do something, she told 
him to do it. When she said “no,” 
she meant “no.” She toilet 
trained her child in less than a 
week by simply saymg, “You are 
going to begin putting your busi- 
ness in the toilet” and respond- 
ing patiently but with firm 
reminders when he had an acci- 
dent. 

Over the past 40 years, every 
single marker of positive mental 
health in our nation’s children 
has been sliding precipitously 
downhill. Today’s child isn’t like- 
ly to have as happy a childhood 
as did a child who grew up in the 
1950s. That’s right! The rate of 
child and teen depression has 
tripled since 1%5, and that’s the 
most conservative estimate! It is 
sobering to think about, and cer- 
tainly ironic to note, that ever 
since American parents - moms 
in particular - began worrying 
about psychological i.ssues, 
American children began having 
more psychological problems. 

Do you tliink there miglit be a 
connection here?

People who deal with children 
call it soiaethlng else - spring 
• • - fever ; And medical exper ts say it — 
Is a real physiological condition 
thot comes with worm weather, 
leading to an increase in unex- 
cused absences, tardies, suspen- 
sions and expulsions. Frantic par- 
ents at this time of year often 
seek out the experts to see 
whether something is really 
wrong with their chilchen. 

“They’re antsy, real antsy,” said 
Tasha McMillon, a Washington ' 
kindergarten teacher. “The 
weather has turned nice, and they 
want to get outside. They can’t 
concentrate on what’s going on in 
the classroom. They can’t focus. 
They can’t think. They want to get 
outside and run.” 

Unfortunately, spring fever 
arrives at one of the busiest times 
in the school year, when teachers 
are trying to prepare students to 
take standardized tests and finish 
other \vork required before school 
is out for the summer. 

“Teachers are very aware of 
what happens to children with the 
coming of nice weather ... and see 
it as Q new kind of challenge, 
especially with the testing and 
completion of course work and 
preparations for the end of the 
school year,” said Sylvia Seidel, 
director of teacher education ini- 
tiatives for the National 
Education Assodadon. 

“Spring weatlier is very seduc- 
tive,” she said, "but teachers are 
also very acutely uware-that they 
can’t stop or slow down the acade- 
mic process because of spring 
fever. We’ve got to modify the 
way we teach to accommodate 
what the children arc ihiiddng of 
and longing to do.” 

That would be welcomed by the 
mother of Dustin Schadc, 10, in 
suburban Prince William County, 

Va. "My son is not as focu.sed late- 
ly. He wants to rush through his 
homework quicker and not pay as 
close attention to dciail as he nor- 
mally does,” Cynthia Sdiadc said. 

The behavioral changes arc 
linked to increases in adrenaline, 
endorphins and certain pain- 
inhibiting neurotrnnsmitters 
whose levels surge as people 
become more active in warmer 
weather, said pediatric neuropsy- 
chologist Ronald Federici, of 
Fairfax, Va. Adults learn to curb 
Uie desire to run outdoors. 

“When kids are outside and 
there is more ligltt and more sun- 
shine and more activity, the 
adrenaline pumps,” Federid said. 
“Where there Is adrenaline, there 
is impulsiviiy, disinhibition, and 
sometimes aggre.ssive outbursts: 
Cliildren are going basically from 
a rested state in winter to a move- 
ment, or flight, state. They feel 
invigorated and energized. Ir 
changes the carbon dioxide in 
their blood flow and there is more 
oxygenation. Their heart rate 
goes up. It’s nut n surprise time 
there is more of a tendency 
toward violence and acting out,”
